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The British Budget 


THORNEYCROFT’S BUD- 
will disappoint many of 
Britain's peopléwho had expected a 
pretty drastic- reduction in taxes. 
The taxpayers are relieved of only 
$280 millions—a gesture of relief but 
not much more. 

Even this limited measure 
resents a calculated gamble 
Britain is suffering a serious infla- 
tion, lately stimulated by further 
wage increases. The Government 
apparently believes, however, that a 
nation restive after many years of 
restraint and bitterly disappointed 
by events abroad requires the stimu- 
lant of hope. A minor cut in taxes 
may have that psychological effect; 
it cannot have-much direct economic 
effect. 

On the other hand, if the British 
people now feel that they have 
passed their worst difficulties, are 
encouraged to work harder and pro- 
duce more, the budget’s indirect ef- 
fects could be important. 

The Government seems to be 
counting heavily on this kind of en- 
couragement; for in a strictly mathe- 
matical sense the budget could not 
be justified at a time of inflation 
It will only add to the inflationary 
pressure if it does not result in an 
increased output of goods since it 
promotes the demand for goods 
within Britain 

There is another and much 
larger factor in the Government's 
calculations. It is systematically re- 
ducing Britain's defence expendi- 


tures, conc rating on nuclear

larger than the present tax cuts. 

These calculations necessarily are 
made in figures but can be under- 
stood only in physical terms. Britain 
hopes to use moré of its manpower 
and materials in the manufacture of 
goods to be consumed at home or 
exported abroad. Economy in de- 
fence is a powerful weapon against 
inflation 

The defence cuts and the budget 
reveal pretty plainly the mind of the 
new Prime Minister. Mr. Macmillan 
evidently believes, much more 
strongly than his predecessor, that 
Britain’s power in the world must 
be built on a_ stronger 
foundation, that the foundation has 
been sapped by excessive military 
expenditure and that the peoplé must 
be relieved from some of their pre- 
sent tax burdens if the nation's ener- 
gies are to be galvanized. 

The budget provides a first in- 
stallment of this policy, though it 
falls far short of that “dash for 
freedom” which some of the impa- 
tient young Conservative politicians 
have long advocated. Other install- 
ments of the same sort may be ex- 
pected. to follow ,later on. 

In the meantime events will show 
whether the budget merely stimu- 
lates inflationary pressure or de- 
creases it by stimulating production

A 9 per. cent decline in the 
number of new cases of cancer 
was noted in the last 12 months 
at Victoria ‘Cancer Clinic. 

There were 386 new cases in 
the period, compared to 424 the 
year previous, 370 the year be- 

* fore that and 325 the year be 
fore that. 

The decrease followed a 36 
per cent increase from 1952 to 
1956. 

HARD TO ANALYZE 

Unfortunately, no one can tell 
whether the figures mean there 
is less cancer in the community 
or whether less people bothered 
to Check danger signs which are 
easily ignored in the early 
stages. 

Statisticians point to the 
death rate, Where 269 deaths 
were attributed to cancer in 
1955, the grim total climbed to 
279 last year. % 

Officials of the Conquer Can 
cer Campaign, now under way 
across Canada, can't explain the 
Increase. “There were over 20.- 
000 new cases reported across 
Canada in 1955. 


BLOCK IT 

They are more interested in 
halting the disease than in 
measuring its spread. 

The task has strained the re 
sources of Victoria’s cancer 
clinic at Royal Jubilee Hospital. 
There were 15,618 examinations 
and treatments provided by the 
clinic last_year. 

Dependent on the response to 
the public to the present fund 
raising drive, the clinic hopes to 
expand its facilities this year 
and to install a Cobalt bomb. 

But best weapon against can- 
cer is understanding by the 
public that 35 per cent of cancer 
cases can be cured. Early detec- 
tion of the disease stops its 
spread within the body and 
often means the difference be- 
tween life and death.

Atop Tank for 
Fuel Storage 


Sparks from a welder’s torch 
are believed to have started a 
fire atop a fuel storage tank in 
Shell Oil Co. of Canada Ltd
